Frame Communist

FT. DODGE, Ia.—Henry Mosher, 
Communist candidate for state rep- 
resentative from Webster County, 
has again been picked out for an at- 
tack by the local bosses. Following 
a recent talk to a large group of 
workers and farmers during his 
campaign, he was arrested and held 
in jail for a day. During this time 
the local authorities framed-up with 
the relief officials to have Mosher 
quarantined. The relief doctor 
signed papers charging that the 
Mosher family must be quarantined 
for a period of 30 days because of 
scarlet fever. ; 

There is no member of the family 
ill at present, nor has there been in 
the past, from scarlet fever. One of 
the children did have a mild attack 
of measles, but this was over two 
weeks ago. Today the children are 
up and playing about the house 
with no sign of sickness, yet the 
doctor refuses to release Mosher 
from quarantine. 

This is an obvious attempt of the 
bosses to keep Mosher from talking 
to the workers and farmers and 
winning many Communist votes in 
the election. . 

Also, in view of the repeated 
warnings against Mosher, if he 
breaks quarantine, the bosses can 
be accused of trying to deliberately 
provoke Mosher so that they will 
have a “legal” excuse to throw him 
back into jail, 

Workers and farmers of Ft, Dodge 
are urged to protest against this 
vicious method of intimidation 
against their fellow workers. De- 
mand that Henry Mosher be re- 
leased from “jail.” 

(Incidentally relief houses in this 
town are much poorer shelter than 
the city jail.)

‘Charity’ Drive 
Attacks Wages

SPRINGFIELD, Mass.—Maew lay- 
offs are facing the workers in 
Westinghouse, E. Springfield plant. 
This very day (Saturday) many will 
be told not to come in again until 
“business. picks up.” 

And now we workers are being 
told, we must contribute to the 
Community Chest Fund Campaign, 
whereby the city administration 
and the employers are ting 
in an attempt to force the em- 
ployes of Springfield’s industries 
and corporations to bear the burden 
of relief to the unemployed.

The second method, advocated 
by the conipany, asks for:-10 cents 
a week for 52 weeks. 

Did the Employe Representatives 
make any attempt to expose the 
vicious anti-labor nature of the 
plan to make the workers bear the 
burden of responsibility for the 
unemployed, which is the rightful 
obligation of the employers and the 
government? No. Instead they 
agreed to go to their respective sec- 
tions, find out which method of 
paying it was less objectionable to 
the workers, and tign in a report 
to the Works manager in two days. 
Since when did true trade union 
democracy permit any groups or 
committees to make such an agree- 
ment without bringing it before a 
ful membership meeting? 

Do the officials know there is a 
bill for Unemployment Insurance 
now pending in Congress, H. R. 
7598, which provides that the em- 
ployers pay the cost of supporting 
the unemployed, as they should? It 
is high time the rank and $file 
members of the local force action 
on H. R. 7598.

Volume of Poems 


Fails of Purpose 


HORIZONS OF DEATH, by Noramn 
Macleod. Parnassus Press. $1.75.

is a volume of 44 poems by 
one of the mot prolific writers by 
verse in America. Norman Macleod 
is well-known to readers of revolu- 
tionary literary journals in this 
country, although he has published 
nothing that can be called revolu- 
tionary for almost two yéars. 


Oné could have hoped for some- 
thing better than “Horizons of 


Death” from Macleod. The book is 
a complete failure. This is said 


primarily because, despite his 
avowed sympathiés for the revolu- 
tionary movement, Macleod has 
never succeedd in writing authentic 
revolutionary poetry. When he does 
treat working class subjects, he 
writes not with decision and power, 
but with a vague and generalized 
nostaglia. He nevet coneretizes; he 
dilutes. His political beliefs seem 
to bé unwillingly and inorganically 
appended to his writings. 


Béecondly, these writings by Mac- 
leod are not, in this reviewer's opin- 
ion, poems. They are prose bits— 
ofteh good prose—but always, as I 
have said, too highly genéraliszed, 
too involved in nost rehtoric to 
bear the truth and living impact 
which is inseparable from genuine 
literature. Because of this, not a 
sifgle one of his revolutionary ideas 
or images emerges clearly. 

Finally, more than half of the 
versés in “Horizons of Death” are 
not even intended to be revolu- 
tiohary. Macleod is too distantly 
removed from the masses of Ameér- 
ica. When he describes physical 
phenomena, he invokes esoteric 
comparisons and images—colors of 
jewels, etc things most workers 
khow merely by name, often not 
even by name. When he speaks of 
commonplace things, he compares 
them with highly intelléectualized 
concepts, of with pérsonally-mean- 
ingful (but to others meaningless) 
autobiographical items and events. 

For a writer of Macleod’s talent 
and potentialities, his silence of the 
past two yéars has been strange. 
But the publication of this curious- 
ly-dead volume is even stranger, 
more regrettable. 


Writers’ Institute 
Named for Gorki To 
Be Opened i in Moscow 


W, Oct. et. 25.—As a physi- 
cal memento of the great Congress 
of Soviet Writers, recently held’ in 
Moscow, the Council

construction of an Institute of Lit- 
erature, to bear the name of Maxim 
Gorky. 

It has been agreed that the site 
of the academy will be one of the 
most beautiful parks along the 
banks of the Moscow river, in the 
vicinity of the “Palace of Labor.” 
Here the cent buildings of 
the Gorky Institute will rise as a 
symbolic expression of the strength, 
breadth and grandeur of the new 
Socialist culture. The construction 
plans foresee hundreds of rooms for 
individual and group instruction 
encircling several large auditoria, a 
library of a million volumes, a spe- 
cially enclosed area for the preser- 
vation of literary manuscripts and 
archives, homes for the students, 
ete. Moreover there are to be gal- 
leries with sculptures of the great 
masters of literature. For director 
of the Institute, L. B. Kamenev, 
has been named. 


The Institute is not only to be 
the center of scientific research in 
the sphere of literary history, but at 
the same time will serve as an ad- 
vanced academy where Soviet writ- 
ers may heighten their talents. The 
work of scientific investigation of 
the Institute will embrace the en- 
tire literature of the world through 
all] history, from primitive folk art 
to the present day. This vast field 
will be divided into five chief sec- 
tions: The History of World Litera- 
— the Theory of Literature and 

the History of Aesthetics, the Sci- 
ence of Language, and the History 
of Artistic Book-making (illumi- 
nated manuscripts, scriptology, 
etc.). The pedagogic activity of the 
Institute will include a three year 
course. Only those will be accepted 
for further education in the Insti- 
tute who have already shown ability 
in some form of literary activity

In March, 1926, Louis T. McFad- 
den, Congressman from Pennsyl- 
vania, applied to the courts of New 
York for permission to sell $1,300,- 
000 worth of stocks of a new cor- 
poration known as the Federated 
Radio Oorporation. A couple of 
brokers working with him had lots 
of nice certificates printed. They 
looked beautiful. The stock certi- 
ficates were distributed to banks 
and brokerage houses réady to be 
sold to the suckers as soon as the 
word was recéived that the corpora- 
tion could sell them. 


New York, however, has an act 
prohibiting the sale of stocks under 
false and fraudulent representa- 
tion. Albert Ottinger, Attorney Gen- 
eral then of the State of New York, 
got a look at the salés prospectus, 
made a little investigation about 
the company and immediately went 
into court to stop the people from 
parting with $1,300,000 for the “hon- 
orable” Louis T. McFadden.

McFadden, in the course of Ais 
striving for wealth, no matter how it 
was gotten, started a number of 
businesses. Starting businesses and 
getting people to invest in them 
was his specialty, besides posing as a 
great friend of the people. 

We find, for instance, that he 
borrowed $8,750 from the: First Na«- 
tional Bank of Canton, Pa., (his own 
bank—but. the depositors’ money). 
In return he gave as security 760 
shares of stock of the Southern 


States Oil’ Corporation—the same 


stock he had been given as a bribe 
along with the $25,000! We this 
come to the conclusion that 750 
shares of this stock is worth $8,750 

When he went bankrupt, however, 
he listed among his “personal” prop- 
erty 3,500 shares of the same com- 
pany’s stock as being worth exactly 
$1.. And another 590 shares of the 
same stock held by his brokers as 
being worth exactly $1. 

In other words he had borrowed, 
of the people’s money deposited in 
his bank, a sum far in excess of the 
value of the stock he gave as col- 
lateral! 

It is in this application for bank- 
ruptcy that we find that he lists 
2,500 shares of Federated Radio 
Corporation of which 5,000 were 
issued, as valued at $30,000—a slight 
difference between that and the 
$1,300,000 he tried to get from the 
suckers, when he was stopped 
the Attorney General of the State 
of New York.

Chinese Workers 


In New York 


AYOR LAGUARDIA’S administration, 
besides helping the bankers directly 
and financially, 
millions of city funds to‘them while work- 


ers starve, aids them in their attacks on 
the heroic Chinese workers and peasants. While 
_ Morgan and Company send bombing planes, muni- 
tions and military experts to aid Chiang Kai Shek 
in China, the LaGuardia regime opens a fascist 
attack on the Chinese workers in New York. 


The Chinese laundrymen here have already been 
forced to be fingerprinted to obtain licenses, and 
now they are being required ‘to prove legal entry 
into the country before they can open their busi- 
If the LaGuardia regime can make this 
measure stand, thousands of Chinese workers who 
have been in this country for decades will be de- 
prived of a livelihood. This is a preliminary attack 
on all foreign-born workers, and the Chinese work- 
ers here are singled out first for the heaviest attack, 
because they are weak in numbers. 

Who are these Chinese laundrymen? The ma- 
jority of them slave day and night by themselves; 
they do not exploit the labor of others. They are 
forced into the laundry business because they 
are not given jobs in American factories and are 
discriminated against in other work. Because of 
their status, their interests lie with the revolution- 
ary workers, in this country, and with the revolu-

“We must establish recruiting as
